Operators Repuckiste the Action of the 
Conference at Springfield, 

Sprincriatp, III., June 18.—[Special.]— 
The operators of the Springfield district will 
not accept the scale proposed by the miners 
at the conference of yesterday. All of the 
leading operators were seen today, including 
Charles Ridgely, President of the Consol- 
idated Coal company, and they are unani- 
mous in declaring that the scale under exist- 
ing conditions is absurd and that they would 
rather allow their mines to remain idle than 
to yield to any such terms. The price for 
this district is 10 cents higher than the scale 
in force when the strike was inaugurated, 
That is the scale which the operators want re- 
stored. The two codperative mines here will 
resume operations Wednesday. They are 
composed entirely of miners. 
will probably hold a meeting tomorrow. Sev- 
eral of them were waited on by committees 
of miners today and they refused pos- 
itively to make the concessions demand- 
ed. It will probably require another confer- 
ence of the miners to adjust differences in 
this district. it is learned today on pretty 
good authority that the miners at their con- 
ference yesterday agreed to submit the q ues- 
tion, in case operators refused to accept the 
scale, to a board of arbitrators composed of 
one man:sélected by the miners, another by 
the operators, and a third by these two.

COL. JOHN 8. COOPER CAPTURES A MONSTER 
MUSCALLONGE,. 


all day yesterday in the basement of the chop 
house, packed in ice.

Reports vary as to the number of men 
necessary to load the two fish on the truck 
from the special car in which they came. It 
is the story of how the fish were landed that 
breaks all records. It was 10 o'clock Sunday 
morning when Col. Cooper performed the 
marvelous deed that must have made I. Wal- 
ton turn in his grave. He had located the 
huge pair on the previous evening while fish- 
ing alone and resolved to keep it secret and to 
capture them unassisted or die in the attempt. 
While other members of the party were at- 
tending Sunday-school in, a rustic school 
house seven miles away the Colonel put in 
practice the scheme over which he had passed 
a sleepless night. Scarcely a mile away, an- 
chored in a secluded nook at the mouth of a 
quiet streamlet, was an old cow, on which 
was fixed a heavy derrick. This the Colonel 
decided to use. He knew the derrick would 
be just the thing to drag the huge monsters 
from the deep after they were hooked. 

Using a quantity of two-inch cordage which 
he found in the boat for tackle and the frame 
of an old bicycle fora hook, which he baited 
with half a spring lamb, the Coionel’was 
ready forthe fray. When the first fish was 
hooked he took out over 700 feet of the cable 
at sucha rapid rate that the improvised reel 
smoked with the heat caused by friction. The 
Colonel was beginning to think he had hooked 
more than he could land wher the line sud- 
denly slackened and the fish slowly returned 
toward the boat and his captor to give itself 
up like the coon of history. The insidents in 
the capture of the second fish were not unlike 
those of the first except in some minor de- 
tails. The immense waves thrown up by the 
lake, which was lashed into fury by thestrug- 
gle, washed away the tent belonging to the 
party, which had been pitched too close to 
the water’s edge. 


FOR A CENTRAL STATION FOR WOMEN. 


Baptist Ministers Talk of a Need in Chi- 

. cago’s Police Department.

The bill filed by the Northwestern in its in- 
junction proceedings against the Lake Street 
company sets out that the former company 
was incorporated Oct. 3, 1893, with a cap. 
ital of $15,000,000 to construct an elevated 
road from Congress street north. The routes 
and branches and the company’s ordinances 
are described. The court is informed that a 
company calling itself the Lake Street Ele. 
vated railway company was incorporated under 
an act entitled An act in regard to elevated 
ways and conveyors, approved April 7, 14875.“ 
This act, it is asserted, did not permit the in- 
corporation of companies for the construction 
of elevated railroads. Under its ordinance 
the Lake Street L.“ railway company was 
only permitted to obtain lands by condeimna- 
tion or purchase and was not granted any 
right to run lengthwise of any street or alley 
in the city. Prior to Dec. 19, 1892, the Lake 
Street L.“ railway company conveyed all 
property, grants, etc., to a company alleged 
to have been incorporated subsequent enti- 
tled the Lake Street Elevated railroad com- 
pany, and afterwards the Council passed an 
ordinance transferring all benefits granted to 
the railway company to the railroad com- 
pany. The bill charges that the railway com- 
pany was not invested with any right or privi- 
lege to accept anything unde: the ordinance 
of Nov. 24, 1890, it being incorporatea un- 
der the law only applicable to horse and dum- 
my railroads, and the ordinance therefore was 
ultra vires. The ordinance could not be gal- 
vanized into life, it is claimed, and made 
operative by recognizing the assignment of 
franchise and grants to the railroad compary 
because the consent by property-owners to the 
railway company were intended to be given 
to a company legally and duly incorporated. 

Nor were the consents intended to permit 
the Council to pass an ordinance for ‘any 
other or different railroad company. The 
said ordinance says the bill is therefore abso- 
lutely null and void, and leaves Lake Street 
„L“ railroad. company without any legal 
authority to occupy the streets of Chicago. 

The bill then attacks the legality of the 
Lake Street company's subsequent ordi- 
nance and says the company without any 
license of law or right is about to construct a 
station on Lake street for the purpose of 
annoying the complainant and depriving it of 
all benefit of location. That there is no rea- 
son, says the bill, why the Lake Street L.“ 
should not build the approaches to its station 
from the west; as its right of way lies on the 
west side of the right of way of the com- 
plainant, and there would then be non-inter- 
ference. In Couch place and in Haddock 
place the court is told the Lake Street L”’ 
is building contrary to its ordinance for the 
purpose of annoying complainant, and equity 
forbids that the property of the complainant 
should be destroyed or injured, The court is 
asked to issue an injunction against said Lake 
Street L' railroad from further building or 
attempting to construct any portion of its 
road in either Couch place orrMaddock place 
or on Lake street, or from erecting a station 
on Lake street on the right of way of the 
complainant com paaoy.

Janitor, Joseph Hudlum. 

Joseph Hudlum, janitor of the Board of 
Trade, died Sunday evening at 6:30 o’clock 
at his home, No. 115 West Fifty-first street. 
There is not a member of the board or a man 
connected with it who did not know Joe,“ 
and his death was more talked about yester- 
day.and more regret expressed than has hon- 
ored the memory of many a man connected 
with the institution. Joe had been con- 
nected with the board ever since 1855, when 
the place of business was at Wells and 
South Water streets, when Lake street 
was the great thoroughfare of the city. 
He saved his earnings, and leaves something 
like $12,000 to be distributed between his 
wife and five children. Part of his little 
fortune was madv by winnowing the grain 
that the traders throw on the floor of the 
exchange every day and selling it for chicken 
feed. He was courteous and obligmg, and 
seems to have won a warm spot in the heart 
of every one connected with the institution. 
Mr. Hudlum was born in Virginia, his parents 
being in the service of the Shepard family of 
that State. Just how it happened Joe“ was 
permitted to bea free man his sons do not 
know, but when quite young he went over- 
land to Arizona.

Bank of England Notes. 


Among the curiosities which are occasionally 
shown to favored visitors to the Bank of England 
are some specimens of ancient notes, a number 
of them of denoniinations no longer in vogue, 
such as £1, £15, and £25. There is also careful- 
ly preserved the oldest surviving note, one of the 
year 1699, the amount being written inink. An- 
other curiosity 1s a note for 41.000, 000, which 
was required tor some transaction between the 
bank and the government, butin this case, too, 
the amount is written with the pen. The longest 
time during which a note has remained outside 
the bank is 111 years. It was for £26, and it is 
computod that the compound interest during that 
long period amounted ta no less than £6,000,—

Of What Is “ Bee Comb” Composed? 

Bee comb, or “‘ beeswax,” the material of which 
the honey cells in the beehive are composed, is a 
wax produced by a system of chemistry carried 
on in the wax pockets which are located in 
the abdomen of all working bees. It is a peculiar 
substance, and is said to be analogous to the 
fats of nigher animals. Originally it was sup- 
posed that this wax. was taken up in an almost 
pure state from the flowers by the bees, but ro- 
cent experiment carried on by the leading bot- 
anists ior eb chemists of the world conclusively 
proves that the bee is capable of elaborating his 
peculiar wax, although confined to a diet purely 
saccharine in its nature.

QUESTIONS ANENT CONVICT LABOR, 


Mr. McGann’s Committee Trying to Secure 
Statistics Affecting Toilers, 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 18.—An effort to 
compile statistics regarding convict labor in 
the United States has been instituted by the 
House Committee on Labor as a preliminary 
to drawing a bill to prévent competition be- 
tween prison-made goods and the products of 
free labor. By convict labor goods can be 
manufactured so much cheaper than under 
other circumstances that it is said they drive 
the goods of free labor‘eut of the field. A 
notable instance of this has been furnished 
by the mat-making trade. A President of the 
Brooklyn Mat-Makers’ Union, who recently 
addressed the committee on the subject, 
pointed out that the door mats used in the 
Capitol were made in a Pennsylvania peni- 
tentiary. The committee has reques the 
Commissioner of Labor to investigate the 
subject. Letters have been addressed also 
to the officials of the States and Territories 
for information. Some of the points to be 
inquired into are: The numbers of convicts 
employed, the class of work in which they 
are engaged, the channels through which 
their goods are placed on the market, and the 
prices at which sold. | 

Another interesting line of inquiry set on 
foot by Chairman McGann of the committee 
through the Labor Commissioner concerns 
the results of machinery upon labor and pro- 
duction. Mr. McGann believes that this 
country is suffering from overproduction, 
largely caused by the introductiqn of labor- 
saving machinery, which displaces workmen 
while it increases the output. The typesetting 
machines, which do the work of three men. he 
considers a good example of this tendenvy. 
Another example of the same character he 
finds in the history of labor-saving machinery 
in brickmaking. The remedy for this he 
finds in &. of labor, arguing that 
a system of shorter hours will give em- 
ployment to more hands and at the same 
time increase consumption in proportion, 
perhaps, to the production. When the hours 
of work are shortened,“ says Mr, McGann, 
the laborer goes home with a long evenin 
on his hands. He must have another suit o 
clothes to put on, another pair of boots, an- 
other hat, must have books and papers to 
read, or he must go for. a walk, take his wife, 
and buy a cigar for himself and candy for his 
wife. thus increasing the consumption of 
products. 

The Commissioner of Labor is collecting 
statistics upon the effect of machinery on 
prices, labor, and production in different lines 
whith the Commissioner hopes to be able to 
utilize in recommending legislation, 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Information Wanted of Amounts Sunk by 
. the Nicaragua Canal Company. 

WasnincTon, D. C., June 18.—Steps are being 
taken by the House Committee on Commerce, 
which has in charge the preparation of a Nicar- 
agua bill, to obtain a definite statement of the 
amounts sunk by the Manitime company which 
the government expects to father. The company 
has claimed in a general way that it had 
sunk about $7,000,000 in eonstruction, 
and Senator Morgan's bill provided that for its 
disbursements and concessions it should receive 
$11,000,000. When Lieut. Menocal, the com- 
pany’s engineer, was before the committee he 
was agked to give an estimate of the amount 
sunk, but said that he could not do it offhand, 
and promised to forward one within ten days. 
The statement has not been received. Accurate 
information on this matter is considered neces- 
sary before the committee decides how much 
stock shall be issued to the company; 

New Money Order Blanks. 

To all of the 20,000 and odd money order post- 
offices in the United States the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is. now sending the new forms of money or- 
der blanks. They are being sent at the rate of 
about 10,000 a day, and the work is expected to 
continue a week longer. About 700 new money 
order offices will be established throughout the 
country in the beginning of next month. 

Gold Reserve Grows Smaller. 

The cash balance in the Treasury today was 
$115,284.746, of which $68,484.446 was gold re- 
serve. Advices from New York state that $1,500,- 
000 in gold was engaged today for éxport or- 
row, of which 61 505.000 was taken from the 
Subtreasury. This leaves the true amount of the 
gold reserve $67,484,446.

The House may vote to give its 
conferrees certain. instructions on certain 
features of the bill in conference, but that 
is the limit of its power, and if the 
House conferrees find themselves unable to 
follow out instructions there will simply be a 


| deadlock until ‘ene body surrenders, and ex- 


perience has shown that it is always the House 
that runs up the white flag. When the tariff 
bill has passed the Senate and is returned to 
the House the next step ought to be its refer- 
ence back to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. 

Wilson and the New Bill. 

But Mr. Wilson, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, will waive that step, and will immediately 
move that the House disagree to certain 
ainendments to which the Senate has asked 
the concurrence of the House, and that the 
Senate be invited to appoint conferrees.

OUTBREAK -FEARED IN ALABAMA. 


Strikers Blow Up a Trestle and Threaten ‘ 


Further Violence. 

Bremincuam, Ala., June 18,—[Special.]— 
A mass-meeting was held by the striking 
miners today in the woeds near Adamsville, 
twelve miles west of here. More than 2,000 
miners attended. Special trains were heid in 
readiness today to transport troops in case 
of an outbreak, but their services were not re- 
quired. The Tennessee company which has 
filled most of its mines with imported negro 
labor has offered to furnish free transporta- 
tion to strikers and families to the fields of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. Armed men ap- 
proached” watchmen at the trestle on the 
Georgia Pacific road last night, and after 
forcing them to flight used dynamite on the 
trestle. Every mine in the district is being 
heavily guarded tonight for fear of attack. 

Punxsutawney, Pa., June 18.—Trouble 
was reported at noon at Walston, one of the 
Bell Lewis and Yates mines; durmg which a 
great many shots were exchanged by the 
strikers. The railroad company ran a work 
train there to repair the track, and almost 
immediately it was surrounded by a mob 
of shouting women and children. These 


|} were followed by men with clubs and revol- 


vers, who demanded that the train leave the 
place at once, accompany the demand 
with the firing of pistols. he train was 
ulled back to town without any one being 
urt, and the shots were fired over tne heads 
of the trainmen. All is quiet at Horatio. 
About 180 new men are now working in the 
mine. 


PITTSBURG DISTKICT MINES TO OPEN, 


Minor Disputes Must First Be Settled— 
Estimated Cost of Strike. 

Prrresure, Pa., June 18.—There was no 
general resumption of mining operations in 
the Pittsburg district today, although at 
most of the railroad mines and at many of 
the river mines the diggers have taken their 
tools to the pits and are making preparations 
There are many minor disputes to 
be settled and it will be several days before 
the colleries are all running. Along the 
Wheeling division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
and in the West Newton districts the miners 
wére nearly all at work, but in the Montour, 
Westmoreland, and Thick Vein districts the 
diggers were out, the operators refusing more 
than 52 cents per ton instead of 56 cents as 
agreed at Columbus, In the river district the 
men are still out in the second and fourth 
pool. The operators object to signing a 
yearly agreement and the miners will not go 
back until this ie done. At Manown work 
has not been resumed, but will be shortly. 
The deputies are still on duty. 

A well-informed authority in the coal busi- 
ness estimates that the coal strike in this dis- 
trict has cost the miners in wages $1,800,000, 
taking it for gianted that the normal output 
of the region had been maintained. In pro- 
portion to the general output this district 
mined about one-sixth of the coal dug in the 
area affected by the strike. With a reasona- 
ble proportion between the prices paid in this 
and other districts the loss in wages alone, the 
same authority says, would be over $10,000,- 
000. Estimating the gain of the miners by 
the settlement of the strike to be 10 vents a 
ton over former prices it will take them about 
a year anda half to make up by increase of 
earnings fur the time they have lost. 


TWO STRIKERS SHOT BY SOLDIERS, 

* 
Wounded in a Skirmish with the Militia 
at Beach City, O. 

MasstLLox, O., June 18.—An attempt was 
made last night by strikers or their sympa- 
thizers to shoot Corporal Sherman of Com- 
pany K, which-is located near Beach City, a 
few miles south of this place. The corporal 
was struck bya bullet fired bg strikers or 
their friends, but luckily it hit a brass 
button on his coat and flattened out 
injury. A number of soldiers 
chased the men and fired volley after volley, 
but the strikers escaped in the darkness. 

Soldiers this morning founda man in hid- 
ing near the cump who had just had an arm 
amputated. Later the man was identified as 
one of the party who had been firing at mem- 
bers of Company K for several nights past. 
A second man who had been shot in the head 
was discovered, and it is supposed he received 
his wound in the volley fired last night. 
There is much hard pening felt. against the 
soldiers and further trouble seems probable.
